PREVENTION OF COLLISIONS: 
AT SEA. 


BIR HIRAM MAXIM’S PROPOSAL. 


Seeteee 
Starting from ‘the view that ‘certain 
bats possess a sixth sense which enables 
them not. only to pursuc a fly or. beetle 
but to avoid obstacles in a degree of dark- 
ness that renders eyes useless, Sir Hiram 
Maxim has lately devised an apparatus 
which is a mechanical analogue of this 
sense, and which, if fitted on ships, 
would, he believes, enable them to detect 
the presence of and to locate obstacles, 
guch as other ships, icebergs, or Jand, in 
the dark or in fog, The sixth sense in 
bats he considers to depend: on certain 
leaf-like organs on the head, which: are 
sensitive to vibrations in the .air and 
analyse them in the same way as-:light- 
waves art analysed by tho eye, In the 
gase of the fly or beetle the vibrations 
are set up by the beating of its wings, 
but the bat is able ta perecive and avoid 
inanimate objects. because ithe vibrations 
caused by its own wings are reflected 
bark from those objects and are received 
and interpreted by the’ special organ. 
NATURE OF THE APPARATUS, ; 
The sixth sense, as adapted for ships, 
consists of a. device for producing and. 
sending. out the necessary air-waves, of 
another for receiving back the reflectéd 
waves and making them reveal their 
presence by ringing ‘bells, and of a third 
for recording the amplitude of the waves, 
‘he first consists of a modified form of 
siren, using high-pressure, steam, which 
is designed to produce powerful air-waves 
having a frequency of 14 or.15 vibrations 
a second, This frequency ds too low. for 
them to be audibla to the human ear aa 
sound, and therefore they will not cause 
the ‘annoyance to passengers that arises 
from the ordinary steam whistle; ‘but 
the waves, being of great.amplitude and 
power, will be able to travel over great 
distances, and on striking any object will 
be reflected’ back’ in the. same way a5 
sound-waves, though the echo will be as 
inaudible as the primary vibrations.

MODF OF. OPERATION: 


Sir Hiram Maxim gives the following 
examples of the use of the apparatus, 
which ag yet is incthe experimental stage. 
Suppose that on a ship making 20 miles 
an hour the smallest holl of the indicator 
rings, and that in consequence of the 
warning a blast js sent out from the 
vibrator and 4he response returos in 20 
seconds, then the inference-is that the dis- 
tance of the object is slightly over two 
iniles, since the waves take about 4-8 
xeconds to travel one mile. A minute 
Jater another blast is gent out, and from 
the quicker roturn of tho response it 
becomes cluar that the distance bebween 
the ship and the, object is being reduced 
at the rate of 35*miles an hour, The in- 
ference then is that the object is.a ship
